HUNT WAS BRIEF | 

Their hunt ended shortly in the | 
little backwoods community ceme- | 
tery, the gate of which is surmount- | 
ed by a cross. One grave occupies 
the wire fenced ground. There will 
be two more. 

A family feud, which apparently | 
had its roots in the old country, be- | 
fore these Ukrainian settlers mi-! 
grated to Canada, is believed to| 
have culminated in the double 
tragedy. A dispute over land had 
been carried on for several years, 
but it is believed that Mykolyshyn | 
finally murdered his sister believing | 
that she had tipped off poli® that} 
he was bootlegaing. 

First news of the woman's death 
was brought to Bonnyville about 
11 a.m. Tuesday by Chubey and} 
Albert Limoges, a storekeeper at 
Lacorey, trading centre six miles 
south of the farm where the tra-| 
gedy took place.

NOTHING DISTURBED }

Driving across a fieia, the 
constable stopped and inve.\igated 
a little shack, piled high with brush 
and to which tracks led. 

Knowing that Mykolyshyo might 
be barricaded within the buildigg 
he circled it, then walked up to a 
tiny window, a foot by six inches, 
and looked in. Mykolyshyn’s body, 
rigid in death, was huddled on the 
floor.

know; for despite the plane and the radio, re- 
moteness is still a reality. What it means to the 
airmen to maintain this service in months of 
bitter cold, laymen can but guess. 

But, somehow, they do it, and do it with a 
freedom from mishap and a regularity which are 
amazing. It is eight years since first air mail 
was flown to the posts far down the Mackenzie. 
It is safe to say that nowhere in the world have 
fliers made and maintained so splendid a record 
in face of comparable conditions of climate, 
scarcity of landing places, and lack of ground 
facilities. That record, it can be believed with 
confidence, will be preserved in the season that 
is now opening. 
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CAN’T BE PAID IN FULL 


Delegates to the convention of Alberta 
municipal districts declared in a formal resolu- 
tion that farmers in this province are now 80 
far in debt the whole of the obligations can 
never be paid with full interest. They asked 
that federal and provincial Governments bring 
about a writing down of debts which will bring 
these within the capacity of the debtors to pay. 

While this claim, and the proposed remedy, 
have been advanced by many persons and organ- 
izations, the representatives of the municipal 
districts are peculiarly well qualified to speak 
with first-hand knowledge on the debt question. 
Themselves farmers, and living among farmers, 
they have the advantage of personal familiarity 
with the situation. When they say farm debts 
generally cannot be paid in full, the statement 
is to be taken as fact. And when they urge a 
speedier process than that of individual debt 
adjustment, now being done by adjustment 
boards, their opinion is entitled to attention. 


THE NEXT STEP 

By order-jin-council the Provincial Govern- 
ment has completed ratification of the Fortin 
debt-extending plans as applied to the cities of 
Edmonton and Calgary. 

That ends one of the bitterest controversies 
to disturb the municipal life of Edmonton in 
many years. Whatever anyone may think of 
the plan, it is now an accomplished fact, and the 
city is bound to observe its terms for thirty 
years. 

It is fair to say that, unfair as they thought 
the plan itself, objectors were still more opposed 
to the double-shuffling by which it was rail- 


roaded through the council of last year and the | 


legislature, with no opportunity allowed the bur- 
gesses to express their willingness or unwilling- 
ness to accept it, It will be a long time before 
the memory of that arbitrary course of proce- 
dure will fade out. The same situation did not 
arise in Calgary, because there the taxpayers 
were asked to declare their attitude, and gave 
their assent to the arrangement. 

The plan being now in operation, the next 
step in the interests of the city and its taxpayers 
will be to make the best of it. One modifying 
feature of the scheme is that the city can buy in 
bonds and cancel them whenever it has money 
to spare, or can borrow at lower rates than the 
bonds carry. True, that advantage is pared 
down by the proviso that the bonds to be bought 
must be chosen by lot. They cannot be chosen 
at will, and highest rated bonds retired first. 

Still, the city has a gambling chance to pull 
some of the higher rated ones out of the hat, and 
whenever it has surplus funds or can borrow at 
less than 4% per cent it would be good business 
to make use of the buying-in privilege. As in- 
terest rates are down, and will have to stay down 
unless a revolution is wanted, it may be possible 
to do considerable refunding if future councils 
watch for a favorable opportunity to borrow at 
less than the bond rates. 


LETHBRIDGE 


There were four candidates in the Lethbridge 
constituency at the general provincial elections 
two years ago, There are only two in the field 
for the by-election to be held on Thursday of 
next week, 

On the face of things that would seem to cut 
down the chances of the Government candidate 
winning. But to get the right perspective, the 
vote of two years ago has to be taken into 
account. Mr. Wight, Social Crediter, won in the 
field of four with a total vote of 3,700. His three 
competitors polled a combined vote of only 2,941. 
Mr, Barrowman, Liberal, was the only serious 
contender with the winner, his vote being 1,946. 
Mr. Smeaton, Labor, secured 654 votes, and Mr. 
Green, Conservative, 341. 

Mr. Wight did not therefore win because the 
opposition vote was split three ways. He would 
have won had it been polled solidly for Mr. 
Barrowman, or either of the other two. That 
Labor and Conservative support is now 
for Dr. Campbell in the by-election is not 
decisive factor in shaping the result. If the 
Credit vote is as large as it was in 1935, 


and if the single opposition candidate gets as 
many votes as the losing three got in 1935, the 
outcome will be the same. 

What will happen on election day depends 
on whether three hundred or more voters who 
supported Social Credit two years ago have lost 
faith in it. Only in that event will the fact that 
there is now one opposition candidate in the field 
instead of three make any difference. The same, 
with the figures changed, would be the case 
in any constituency in which Social Credit won 
outright over all opposing candidates two years 


ago. 

This is the first by-election in which the 
Government has had to fight to retain a seat; 
therefore the first ballot-box test as to whether 
the tidal wave of two years ago has subsided or 
is subsiding. Since the Lethbridge electors went 
for Social Credit at that time in the ratio of 37 to 
20, the test will be reasonably conclusive. 


AN AUTHORITY SPEAKS 
Dr. E. Cora Hind, the famed agricultural 
editor of the Winnipeg Free Press, knows her 
wheat, and has firm opinions about what should 
be done with the farmer's problems. The record 
of her two-year tour of 27 countries, undertaken 


for the purpose of assessing the world's grain ~ 


situation, and now published by the Macmillan 
company of Canada, forms a major contribution 
to the country’s library of agrarian economics. 

The book lives up to its title—‘“Seeing for 
Myself.” This is no tedious chronicle of com- 
monplaces, or summary of grey-bearded plati- 
tudes. It is a vivid, personal, stimulating 
appraisal of Canada’s basic industry, agricul- 
ture, by an authority whose racy sentences often 
have affected the price and destiny of our wheat. 

Dr. Hind makes several challenging points. 
To begin with, the mere fact that Canada grows 
the best wheat in the world does not assure a 
continuous or profitable sale of the grain. The 
curse of economic nationalism, a disease almost 
as virulent in South America as in tariff-ridden 
Europe, drives nations to grow inferior wheat at 
greater expense than buying the Canadian pro- 
duct would entail. Besides, the quality of 
European wheat is improving. The head of the 
wheat and flour research institute of Rumania, 
for example, believes that he can produce a 
spring wheat equal to Manitoba No. 1 hard. 

Then there is Russia, and its potential capa- 
city for dislocating trade by dumping its wheat 
at artificially low prices on the world market. An 
increase of no more than one or two bushels 
per acre even on the 93,000,000 acres the Soviet 
now devotes to wheat growing would be “quite 
sufficient to upset Canada’s grain tank,” Dr. 
Hind warns. * 

What is her remedy? Simply put, it urges 
Canada to hold what it now has by steadily seek- 
ing to get more in its grasp. Increased com- 
petition must be met by an intensified and more 
resourceful selling policy. A vigorous adver- 
tising campaign must be initiated. Canada should 
be kept in unimpeded contact, by means of ex- 
perts, a constantly operating system of wheat 
sales, and better status for our Trade Commis- 
sioners, with the shifting trends of agriculture, 
Finally, there must be a planned attempt to de- 
velop the home market for the local producer. 

These cardinal premises, mere skin and bone 
in bare summary, take on life and color as Dr. 
Hind breathes into them the animating impulses 
of her own enthusiasm. Augustine Birrell said 
that no one should sit in the House of Commons 
unless he has read and admired Edmund Burke. 
Parliament could do far worse than make its 
members teach themselves something of the 
West, and its great problems of agriculture, by 
a careful study of Dr. Hind's book.

GOLF MAKES ANOTHER CONQUEST 

Mexico, rather eclipsed of late by the “do- 
ings” in other troubled countries, literally leaps 
into the news again. But this time it is good 
news; nothing gory, nothing revolutionary; at 
least not in the old familiar sense. 

Golf has put official Mexico in its place. 
There is a British golf club near Mexico City; 
exactly where the Government thought there 
ought to be an agricultural college. From the 
golfers’ point of view; more vandalism; and: the 
members decided to do something about it. A 
delegation saw President Cardenas. 


Here the story becomes obscure. If British 
golfers in Mexico tog themselves out as they do 
elsewhere, and, proceeding from the club, 
shouting “Fore!” bore down on the President, 
the agricultural college was doomed at once. 
Said the spokesman—and here again television 
fails:' “You have whittled down our holdings 
from several thousand acres to less than 400. 
We have made no complaint, but if you take 
our golf course look upon us as foes.” Just 
straight talk like that. 

Sequel: A new agricultural college in Mexico 
will be located elsewhere—it was stymied; and 
golf will be continued on about 400 acres, which 
seems enough. 

On the whole this is great news. It reveals 
a new appreciation of values. Mexico is realiz- 
ing that, as elsewhere, nothing must interfere 
with golf. It remains only for British cricketers 
in Mexico to assert the prerogatives of this other 
ancient game, with which in the old days even 
the approach of a Spanish armada was not 
allowed to interfere. If the Mexicans take up 


, Solf and cricket, and catch the spirit of these 


games, everything will be all right south of the 
Rio Grande. Agricultural colleges will be per- 
mitted, but in their proper places as subsidiaries 
to the really important things of life. 

The name of the golfers’ spokesman who 
overcame a Mexican President is not even men- 
tioned, but it may be assumed that he wags a 
well-bur-r-ed tongue. Anyway, he saved a golf 
course, and daily he is likely to be fully honuved 
at the nineteenth hole—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


JAPANESE APOLOGIES 


There lies before us an official communique 
issued by the Japanese Foreign Office on the 
pact which has just been signed by delegates 
of Japan, Germany and Italy against the Com- 
munist International. It recalls the agreement 
which was entered into by Germany and Japan 
on November 25, 1936—the same agreement— 
and which invited the participation of third 
powers. In accordance with this, Italy has now 
joined, being as “firmly determined as Japan 
and Germany in its opposition against the de- 
structive operations of the Communist Inter- 
national.” 

It says the “significance and efficacy of the 
agreement are being more and more deeply ap- 
preciated everywhere” and says “the surrepti- 
tious activities of the Communist party and the 
anti-Japanese Peoples’ Front which are dis- 
turbing the stability of East Asia are due to noth- 
ing other than the machinations of the Commun- 
ist.” It adds that “the cordial relations now sub- 
sisting between Japan, Germany and Italy, will 
be further promoted through the conclusion of 
the present Protocol.” 

There may be just a little doubt about how 
much it is “deeply appreciated everywhere,” and 
there is a perfectly simple explanation of the 
anti-Japanese front without dragging in Com- 
munism. If a powerful enemy had seized a large 
slice of our territory, was stirring up rebellion in 
some more of it, was doing its best to set up a 
puppet administration under its influence and 
control, and under this guise, as with the so- 
called independent state of Manchuria, seeking 


* to dismember the nation, it would hardly be nec- 


essary to go farther afield to seek a reason for an 
anti-enemy front. 

Dragging in Communism is pure eyewash, 
thinking to swing world opinion to Japan's side, 
but it is the crudest absurdity to charge the gov- 
ernment of China with it, when, as the whole 
world knows, China’s government has been 
fighting the Communist armies for sometime 
back and only the threat of a common enemy 
has united the forces hitherto hostile. Commun- 
ism, as with some other countries, is merely a 
stalking horse to cover up its own sinister 
designs.—Halifax Chronicle, 


THE WEST LOSES PEOPLE 


The most significant fact brought to light by 
the recent prairie census is the influence of the 
drouth, with the contemporary disaster of the 
depression, upon the population of the prairies. 

The census revealed an almost stationary 
population over the five-year period. The Prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan, most affected by drouth, 
had the insignificant addition to the number of 
its people of 9,108-—-.0009% over the five-year 
period. The rate of increase in Manitoba and 
Alberta was slightly higher, .015 and .05 respec- 
tively. The population of the three provinces was 
increased by 61,362, which means that to all in- 
tents and purposes it was stationary. 

But there was an excess of births over deaths 
of 167,155 in these three provinces, and approxi- 
mately 16,000 immigrants arrived. That is to say, 
122,000 people left the prairies during these dis- 
astrous years, and it was not the babies of the 
period who walked out but mainly 122,000 
grown-up men and women. Had the natural 
increase rate remained at the 1931 leve) there 
would have been a few thousand more. This 
means that the prairie region lost the equival- 
ent of three-fifths of the natural increase and all 
the immigrants. 

Moreover, the loss was largely of those of 
British origin. The census returns show that in 
Manitoba the British section of the population 
decreased by 5,621, and “others” increased by 
16,698, and in Saskatchewan the figures are 
11,252 and 20,360. While the British in Alberta 
inereased by 10,897, the “others” increased by 
30,280, Over the whole area there was a de- 
crease of 5,976 of those of British stock and an 
increase of 67,138 of “others.” The explanation 
of this lies in a well-known law of population 
that those of low standard of living replace their 
neighbors who persist in attempting to maintain 
a higher level of living standards, In the United 


Your Health

Sciatica is a common er occurring more 
frequently among men m among women. It 
is most likely to appear in patients reaching 
period of middle age. Sciatica refers to a painful 
irritation of the great sciatic nerve, which 
emerges from the pelvis and runs down the leg. 
The symptoms are similar to those seen in neu- 
ritis. 

Usually, sciatica is secondary in nature, that 
ia, it develops as the result of some other prim- 
ary trouble. Arthritis of the lower spine is 
frequently confused with sciatica by the layman. 

Exposure to cold or damp, or injury, may 

as an exciting cause, but can not be con- 
the fundamental cause. As a general 
rule, the patient has a predisposition to rheum- 
atism and in the case of sciatica, the rheumatic 
toxins accumulate around the sciatic nerve, 
producing an irritation. Spinal subluxations, in 
which there is a slipping of some of the small 
bones in the lower spine, may induce pressure 
and lead to sciatica. In some instances, the 
trouble arises in the sacro-iliac joint and the 
patient makes the mistake of thinking he has a 
touch of sciatica. 
Pain is the outstanding symptom and is gen- 


pain seems to run down the 
back of the thigh and the patient complains that 
certain positions of the leg will increase the dis- 
comfort. As the pain becomes more noticeable, 
pressure with the fingers may elicit a marked 
tenderness. 

Usually the pain in sciatica is worse at night 
and is also intensified if the patient becomes 
chilled. It is commonly described as being bor- 
ing or gnawing in character. 

Sciatica may continue for months or even 
years, recurring from time to time. Before com- 
plete recovery is expected, a careful examination 
is usually required. If the patient has an un- 
derlying tendency toward rheumatism, this un- 
derlying cause must be corrected before the sci- 
atica will permanently disappear. Any point of 
focal infection should receive correct attention. 

During severe attacks, the patient should be 
encouraged to rest and keep warm. The applica- 
tion of heat will usually provide some measure 
of relief. Baking the painful area with the deep 
therapy lamp, or using the heat treatment given 
by means of the diathermy, will often prove 
helpful. I find the short fast of great value in 
these cases, as the fruit juice fast will allow the 
body to eliminate the rheumatic toxins which 
are irritating the sciatic nerve. The patient 
should be encouraged to drink about 8 glasses of 
water each day. After the completion of the 
fast, the diet must be carefully regulated in such 
a way that the patient is securing plenty of the 
cooked and raw non-starchy vegetables. It is 
usually a wise plan to cut down on starches and 
sugars for a time. 

If the cause of the sciatica is a spinal sub- 
luxation, the patient will be helped by manipul- 
ative treatment which will return the misplaced 
vertebra to its normal position. When the dis- 
comfort from sciatica is affecting one leg only, 
it is often found that a single treatment will 
bring marked relief, due to the pressure being 
immediately removed.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. Lola Y. writes: “I am a 
married woman and I have troubles galore. My 
symptoms are terrible headaches, slight pain be- 
low the heart, and stubborn constipation. When 
I take a laxative, all my other troubles seem to 
be helped. Also, have for the first time in my 
life, a slight tendency to hemorrhoids.” 

ANSWER: The pain on the left side is prob- 
ably coming from gas pressure. The best gen- 
eral advice I can give you is to try taking en- 
emas for one month, using 1 enema upon aris- 
ing in the morning and 1 just before retiring at 
night. In the meantime, correct your diet so that 
it is not gas-forming, and be sure to use plenty of 
cooked vegetables. Try to find time each day 
for a brisk walk. The hemorrhoids are due to 
the continued constipation. These measures 
which I have suggested should bring a great 
deal of relief and by the end of a month you 
should be feeling like a new person. However, 
if the constipation still persists after you have 
kept the colon clean, used plenty of vegetables 
and taken the walking exercise, then secure an 
examination to find out if the colon has pro- 
lapsed. Prolapsus is often capable of producing 
constipation, which symptom can only be per- 
manently relieved when the prolapsus is over- 
come and the colon raised back to its normal 
position, where it has the room to do its normal 
work of eliminating. 

QUESTION: Chris R. wants to know: “What 
does ‘regurgitation of the heart’ mean?” 

ANSWER: The word regurgitation means to 
flood back. When this term is applied to the 
heart it refers to a backward flowing of the 
blood due to an imperfect closing of the mitral 
valve. 


States it is called Walker's law: “Foreign immi- 
gration into this country (the United States) 
has, from the time it assumed large propor- 
tions, amounted not to a reinforcement of our 
population but to a replacement of native by 
foreign stock.” 

Nor is there reason to believe that this phase 
of the case can be remedied by British immigra- 
tion, for in recent years at least, British immi- 
grants have been hard to secure and harder still 
to keep. According to Mr. Lloyd Reynolds in 
“The British Immigrant,” during the period 1921 
to 1931 British immigrants to this country num- 
breed 492,000, but 276,000 did not remain in 
Canada. 

The best immigrants to this country are the 
babies born here, and it should not be an im- 
possible task to make life so satisfactory for 
them that when they grow up they will wish to 
stay. It is a curious commentary on our public 
policies that during the twenty years—1901 to 
1921—when there was the largest volume of im- 
migration in the history of the country, more 
persons went away from Canada than the num- 
bers of Canadians accounted for by natural in- 
crease. The experience of the prairie section 
during the years of drouth and depression mere- 
ly throws into bold relief the simple fact that 
human beings will not willingly remain in a 
country where living conditions are considered 
unsatisfactory and makes clear that the only 
method of increasing the population of the 
Dominion is to make conditions, economic and 
industrial, such that alert and ambitious young 
Canadians will desire to invest their lives in the 
land of their fathers.—Winnipeg Free Presse,

ONDON, Eng—(By Mail) — It 

was the evening of Armistice 
Day, 1936, a wet night in London, 
but, nevertheless, large numbers of 
people passed slowly by the flood- 
lit Empire Field of Remembrance 
on one of the lawns under the walls 
of Westminster Abbey. 

Suddenly, quite late at night ,a 
man clad in a heavy overcoat step- 
ped out from among the throng and 
placed a wooden cross among the 
hundreds of 
wooden crosses 
placed there by 
regiments, by the 
Royal Navy, and 
other defence or- 
ganizations, and 
by private mourn- 
ers, in memory of 
the fallen in the 
Great War. 

The muffled 
figure withdrew 
quickly, but not 
J. E. Norcross before s o m e 


among those near at hand had re- 


cognized the King. 

Another Field of Remembrance 
has now been covered with crosses. 
Among them is one from the same 
donor, but planted by another 
hand. It is marked as that of the 
Duke of Windsor and bears the 
badge of the Grenadier Guards and 
the inscription, “In memory of fall- 
en comrades.” : 
ew Empire Field of Remem- 

brance was inaugurated in 1928. 
It provides a means whereby rela- 
tives and old comrades can express 
their remembrance by the planting 
of Remembrance crosses and pop- 
pies. The crosses, like the poppies, 
are made by the war-disabled men 
in the Poppy Factory. They cost 
$2.50 each. 

Each year the Field of Remem- 
brance is opened a few days before 
Armistice Day. In the centre is a 
cross from the grave of an unknown 
British soldier in France. Nearby 
are crosses from the King and 
Queen, Queen Mary and other 
members of the Royal Family. 
Here, too, are crosses for Lord 
Haig, Lord Jellicoe, Lord Beatty 
and other famous fighting-men who 
have died in the service of the Em- 
pire since the war. 

Men, women and children bring 
crosses and poppies all day long. 
Now and then a little group of vet- 
erans plants them ceremonially. 

There is a recognized ritual. “We 
plant these crosses in memory of 
our fallen comrades of the — Bat- 
talion of the — Regiment,” says the 
leader, 

“Let us remember them in si- 
lence.” 

There is a silence of one minute 
and then the leader repeats Laur- 
ence Binyon's beautiful lines: 
“They shall not grow old as we that 

are left grow old; 
Age shall not weary them, nor the 
years condemn. 
At the going down of the sun and 
in the morning, 
We will remember them.”

E Field of Remembrance will 

be closed in a few days. Then 
Boy Scouts will gather up the 
crosses and poppies which later are 
burned at the factory, the ashes be- 
ing sent to France to be scattered 
On war graves there. 

There are Fields of Remembrance 
all over the country now, usually 
on the greensward about the local 
cenotaph, but the Field at Westmin- 
ster Abbey is the Empire Field just 
as the Cenotaph in Whitehall is the 
Empire's Cenotaph.

United Kingdom Has East: | 


ly Passed Elusive “Cor- 
ner” From Depression 
LONDON, Nov. 24—Great Brit- 
ain'’s trade is booming. Gone are 
the “dog days,” ushered in by the 
world-wide depression of 1929 
and Ictest statistics shew the Un- 
ited Kingviom has tarned weil 
beyond that elusive “corner.” 
Figures released by the Board of 
Trade for the first 10 months of 
1937, disclose the rosiest picture 
British business has presented in 
eight years. The improvement was 
21 per cent over 1936 with almost 
every branch of domestic industry 
sharing in the rise. Empire coun- 
tries played an important role in 
boosting the important figures. 


HUGE ADVANCE 

During the 10 months Britain ex- 
ported (497,880,279 ($2,489,401,395) 
worth of goods. This represented 
an advance of £86,000,000 for a sim- 
ilar period last year. 

At the same time iniports 
Mounted to £837,940,598, almost 
2150,000,000 in excess of the 1936 
figuses. Britain also re-exported 
goods to the value of £65,021,748, 
against £50,269,673 a year ago. 

The nation’s huge 
program was mainly responsible for 
the shap uptrend in imports as em- 
pire and foreign markets were 
tapped for raw materials, 


FOR METALS 

Non-ferrous metals, used prin- 
cipally in the iron and steel trades, 
alone accounted for an advarce in 
imports of about £26,600,000. 

Wood and timber, to which Can- 
ada contributed an increased vol- 
ume, added £14,800,000 

Britain's improved spending 
power, due to improved employ- 
ment statistics and better wages, 
is reflected in a material boost in 
food imports. Purchases of grain 
and flour accounted for a rise of 
nearly £20,000,000 in a total ad- 
vance of £37,625,000. Canada also 
enjoyed a liberal share in this 
stepped-up business. 

Wool imports were higher by 
£9,000,000 with the total for the 10 
months at £45,000,000. Rubber pur- 
chases jumped £6,400,000 to £10,- 
300,000, 


AMENDMENT BY 
LABOR ON COAL 
BILL DEFEATED 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—The House 
of Commons last night gave second 
reading to the government bill na- 
tionalizing coal royalties. 

It rejected by a vote of 301 to 
19 a Labor amendment urging re- 
jection of the bill on grounds it 
did not include control of the whole 
industry under public ownership. 

Sir John Simon, chancellor of 
the exchequer, calling for rejec- 
tion of the Labor motion, said 
“there are still some people who 
want to pursue will-o’-the-wisp 
nationalization.” He could not ac- 
cept the view the proposed uni- 
fication of royalties was a mere 
palliative. 

Sir Hugh Seely, Liberal, urged 
the government to give definite as- 
surance it would never attempt to 
increase its revenues by royalty 
rates, 

The bill, a complicated measure, 
provides all coal mines, discovered 
or undiscovered, will be the pro- 
perty of the nation in four years 
with the royalty owners receiving 
£66,450,000 ($332,250,000) for out- 
right purchases of their rights.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 24—Half mil- 
lion United States stecl workers 
tead in their pocketbooks today the 
story of the industry's lowest pro- 
duction in three years. 

Steel executives mid the average 
worker was currently employed 20 
to 25 hours a week. This average, 
brought on by a decline in opera. 
tions to 31 per cent of capacity, was 
approximately half that of last 
spring. Then, with operations at 
01 per cent, many workers were re- 
ceiving at least 62% cents an hour 
(basic wage) for the normal 40- 
hour week, and some overtime pay, 
at time-and-a-half, as well. 

Industry leaders, however, said 
reduction of the work week, rather 
than wholesale cuts into the total 
of employees, had affected lay-offs 

to about 10 per cent.

Booster Problems 


To Launch Drive 
Slants On Gates 


TERDAY saw valiant efforts made to launch a hockey boosters’ 
club to revive public support for the game in Edmonton. Chrono- 
logically these efforts started with a noon luncheon, a long general dis- 
cussion of the situation, and wound up with a long meeting of a special 
campaign committee in the Civic Block later on in the afternoon, 

Out of these meetings one definite point emerged—senior hockey here 
is in need of greater public support. Club and league officials admitted 
this quite frankly. The big headache developed, however, when an effort 
‘was made to draft a campaign for the proposed boosters’ club that would 
enable it to arouse the required support. 

Two different courses of action to achieve this end were mooted. One 
proposal was that a start be made toward a new deal in senior hockey here 
by purchasing the franchise of one or both clubs. This suggestion was 
vigorously opposed by a group which took the stand that the present 
calibre is quite satisfactory. This group felt that public interest could 
be revived by forming two booster bodies, one for the Dominions and one 
for the Superiors. Efforts would be made to sell season tickets, special 
eut-rate books of tickets and by tagging supporters with ribbons emblem- 
etic of the team they were pulling for.

Speaking in defence of the situation as it now stands, Ira Stuart 
pointed out that the Superiors have made a very creditable showing 
in western playoff hockey over the years they have been organised. 
Walter Hunter pointed out that his Dominions had won the Alberta- 
British Columbia crown last season. Frank Drayton also expressed 
the view that the Dominions were quite satisfactory. Gordon William- 
son concurred with the views of the two team managers. 


Jim MacDonald strongly advocated the formation of a booster club 
© back each of the two senior teams. He proposed the tagging of sup- 
porters with the colors of their team and an energetic campaign to sell 
tickets to the games. This program would, he declared, arouse the re- 
quired enthusiasm and support. 

Alderman G, A. Campbell stated that in his opinion the city had been 
let down by the present senior franchise holders. He pointed out that the 
city had invested $40,000 in putting artificial ice into the Arena in the 
belief that the Edmonton clubs would produce the sort of teams that 
would make the investment pay for itself. He explained that he had no 
knowledge of the inner workings of hockey here, but that he strongly 
felt that something should be done to protect the city’s investment. 

Mayor J. W. Fry declared that he had always been skeptical of the 
wisdom of putting artificial ice in the present arena, but now that it is 
there he felt that everything possible to make it pay for itself should be 
done. He expressed the view that definite good could be done by a 
booster club along the line of ticket campaigns and the developing of 
enthusiasm among the fans. 

In view of the fact that the league opens here Saturday, it was decided 
to leave the drafting of a'program to a special committee which would re- 
port back to a general dinner meeting in the Shasta Cafe on Thursfay of

Reward Practically Nil As 
Best Of Breeds Go On 
Sale At N.Y. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24. — This 
Business of breeding trotters and 
pacers and shipping them to New 


York for the Old Glory auction is 
not as profitable as the man on the 
street may think. 

The Walnut Hall farm, Dr. Ogden 
M. Edwards’ vast blue grass breed- 
ing empire, received an average of 
$1,402.50 for 34 yearlings yesterday, 
but it took at least one-third of that 
amount to get each one ready for 
the auction block here. 


BIG LAYOUT 


E. Dexter Pool, financial mana- 
ger of the 5,000 acre farm, estimat- 
ed it takes at least $480 to prepare 
a yearling for the sale. The farm 
figures on $200 merely to feed the 
colt or filly from the time it is 
weaned until it is put on an express 
car at Donerail, Ky. Approximate. 
ly $100 is spent on keeping it eli- 
gible for all the stakes. 

Also charged against each yearl- 
ing is the cost of caring for the 
mare while she is carrying the colt 
and the fact a mare is unproduc- 
tive at least one-third of the time. 

The profit comes in that Walnut 
Hall owns all of its breeding stock. 
Were Dr. Edwards required to 
lease the stallion or mare it would 
boost the cost several hundred dol- 
lars, Walnut Hall received as much 
as $2,000 for the services of Guy 
Axworthy and $1,000 for Peter 
Volo before they died in 1933 and 
1996, respectively.

$3,000 and $4,000 each year from 
the stakes which have provisions 
for breeders. 

With the Walnut Hall yearlings 
setting the pace, 73 head sold for 
$72,045 yesterday. While the Ken- 
tucky-bred trotters and pacers 
were averaging $400 above last 
year. The offerings of Lawrence 
B. Sheppards, Hanover, Pa., shoe 
farm also ran far ahead of 1936. 
Twenty head from the latter went 
for $17,400, an average of $870.
